The Board provides consumer protection for students that
enroll in private post-secondary career schools. The Board’s
responsibility for oversight, is specifically for training that: 1)
leads to or enhances occupational qualifications; 2) offers
instruction in flight or ground school to student fliers or
mechanics; 3) provides preparation for passing exams; and 4)
is offered in the area of driver education. The Board has
licensure and oversight for approximately 210 schools that

offer training to approximately 48,000 students annually. The
Board processes school applications, determines compliance,
monitors schools, investigates complaints, registers instructors,
licenses admissions representatives, etc. The Board also
administers the Student Protection Fund which can be used to
pay claims filed by students of a closed school, pay expenses
incurred by a school that directly assists with the teach out of
students from a closed school and to reimburse the Private
Career Education Fund for expenses directly related to
maintenance of student records from a closed school and/or
administrative costs incurred due to school closings.
